Three Vessels Torpedoed 
IOO Miles Off Irish Coast 


New York, Nov. 23 (AP)—Radio 
messages picked up by Mackay radio 
said today th a t two British ships and 
a Swedish freighter had been tor­ 
pedoed about 400 miles off the Irish 
coast in an area known to be infest­ 
ed with G erm an U-boats. 
They were the Bluiresk, 3.300 tons, 
the Tumeric, 5.228 tons and the 
5,135-ton Swedish Anten. 
Tile Anten radioed she had taken 
the Tumeric survivors aboard and 
was still alioat despite damage. Tile 
Tymeric 
apparently 
went 
down 
quickly. 
The positions given by the ships 
indicated th a t they were close to­ 
gether. possibly in the same convoy. 
An English land station said the 
Blairesk was torpedoed a t latitude 
56.42 north, longitude 19 14 west. 
The Anten reported being torpedo­ 
ed at latitude 56.57 north, longitude 
16.17 west. 
She reported th at she 
was "drifting east, requires imm edi­ 
ate assistance.” 
The Tymeric was torpedoed also 
at latitude 5657 north, longitude 
16.17 west. 
The Anten has been trading be­ 
tween England and Australia. 
She 
was built in 1920; her home port 
Is Gothenburg. 
The 
Blalresk, out of Glasgow, 
traded between England and C an­ 
ada before the war. 
She was built 
in 1925. 
In the England-A ustralia run be­ 
fore the war, the Tymeric had re­ 
cently been trading between Eng­ 
land and South America 
She was 
built in 1919 a t Newcastle.

The jury recommended the ase 
of wash line poles in the jail yard 
instead of using irons now imbed­ 
ded in the jail yard wall which the 
jurors felt offered some help 
to 
escaping prisoners.

poles in the yard would be unneces­
